Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Coplein discussed the Lindenblad reference and claim 48. 
Propossed amendments to claim 48 were proposed, however, these amendments appear to raise new issues. The 
examiner characterized Lindenblad as displaying X pixels on Kinsecope 41 and multiplying the pixels by 3 to forni 3X 
pixels. The examiner also stated controlling two modulators to OFF while the other is ON is having all three 
modulators modulate the image at the same time since OFF is a modulation. Over time Lindenblad multiplies the 
number of pixels formed by Kinescope 41 by three at the same spatial locations. Misregistration creates spatially more 
than X number of pixels over time. Applicant will file a formal response incorporating the discussed claim 
amendments, however, such amendments may raise new issues. 
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
